I have an Alpha 76 that is one running dude of an amp. It's the 
older beige colored one, looks great sitting above the HF-380, but it 
consistanly puts out the legal limit, plus, and I have used it ina 
few RTTY RoundUps at full output for an entire weekend with no signs 
of smoking the amplifier. It is much quieter than many of the other 
amps out there. The filament power consumption is a heck of a lot 
less than say the 3-500Z, 4-400, and most other glass tubes, so, 
shack warming is a lot different when the amp is in standby as 
compared to the Amp Supply LK550 which has 3, 3-500's and will really 
warm up a room! Plus, most of the 3-500 amps that I have heard have 
way too much fan noise for a nice, quiet ham shack... 


After he checked the AES catalog (Amateur Electronic Supply) and saw 
that a replacement pair of these tubes will run almost $1000, he has 
some reservations about buying the amp. I noticed those prices are 
for Eimac tubes. Are 8874's available from Svetlana for less $$ ??? 
Are they available from ANYBODY for less than Eimac's??

I have used my Alpha with an FT-990 on AM and got comments of how 
good the audio sounded and remarks of disbelief when I informed the 
others in the roundtable about what I was running. I would tune the 
amp up with the full drive of the 990 and then switch to AM, where 
the 990 only puts out 25W carrier, max, and after adjusting the audio 
to get 100% mod on a YO-101 monitor scope, I would just go for it. I 
don't know if this is the best way to load and tune the amp, but, it 
worked for me.

An interesting question! 

Recommendation One: *xbond* your RF ground to wherever the electricians 
got their ground; use decent-sized wire, or copper strap if you can get 
it. (And don't use braid; it is FB for making sure the various parts of 
your Toyochevoldsmobuick are electrically connected but lousy for RF and 
even worse for lightning). In many cases, this is a healthy enough 
conection compared to the #412 or 14 green wire and the (usually smaller) 
stuff in the cord & plug that ground loops (if any) won't be terribly 
significant. 

Next thing to bear in mind is, how clean is your power? Most of the 
ground-loop noise will be 60cps (or 50 if you live in those parts) and 
offspring--usually a nice bump at 180 and other harmonics. So it's not 


going to be a xhugex problem for RF gear. (The exception is mic cord 
pickup--and you xought* to be using well-shielded cable for hi-Z mics 
already). If the power is not carrying a lot of crud that'll be wanting 
to sneak off and loop around in the grounding, having more than one 
"ground" isn't a problem. 

Ah, but the next question's fun: what's "ground?" Run a ground wire 
the "wong" length for a given frequency, and it might not conduct RF. The 
odds that any two green or bare-wire "grounds" at any given mains socket 
being at the same HF *RFx potential aren't good, and get worse with bigger 
houses and higher frequencies. 

A good ‘ol short, fat radio ground is *xhighly likely* to be the only 
significant "ground" hamshack RF will see; the powerline ground could be 
anything at HF. At 6@cycles, it's another story: it all looks pretty 
ground-y to the 120 walljuice. And those two reasons are why it's a good 
idea (also It's The Law--er, Code) to bond the waterpipe/groundstake/'56 
Chevy buried in the dark of the moon by 17 lefthanded redheads all nicknamed 
"Squinty"* hamshack RF ground to the service ground point as directly as 
possible--it keeps those stray bits of RF from doing too much nosing about 
in wires that look antennalike to ‘em. 


... At present I have been a very naughty gal indeed--much of my vintage 
ham shack uses polarized two-pin line plugs, with seperate ground wires 
from each bit of gear to the RF/electrical ground buss (happened the 
electricians and I chose the same spot). I do not recommend it. '‘Tain't 
according to Hoyle and I've been taken to task over it on this very list. 
However, it does work and can be safe xifx one is exceptionally careful. 
(Bear in mind this is a fleapower setup under "weekend lab" conditions, 
and not a kiloWatt contest station!) It is due to be changed, in the 
rewiring of hamshack power slated for Any Day Now.... >blush< 


The TV transmitter site where I work is the complete opposite: 
*xserious* ground bussing plus code ground wiring, and if something shows 
up with a two-pin plug, it goes right back out. Video (low-level RF, call 
it 0-6Mc, for all practical purposes & with shield grounded at each end), 
audio, and RF from 146 through 550Mc/s at level from 100W to 50kW are 
piped all over the place--and we don't have ground loops. (Trust me, you 
can see ‘em bigtime in video, where they produce delightful "hum bars" 
that crawl up the pix. Nor would buzzy audio fly for long in this 
application--soap-opera viewers are exceptionally keen critics of such 
problems). So it can work very well going by the book. 


...Not a real huge percentange of hard and fast answers in the above, 
but at least a look at what to look out for.... 


If you're running a recording studio, all bets are off--that is a 
whole other and dreadfully demanding application.

Hi! 


One thing I didn't make clear about electrical-system "Code" grounds 
and hamshack grounds: 

Code wants to see all the grounds "bonded," but AFAIK doesn't specify 
a preferred xroutingx for connecting your waterpipe/groundstake/whatever 
to the one the electrians found. So a good rule of thumb is to choose 
the closest, most direct route. Sometimes that means a nice heavy wire 
between your ground rod & theirs, in other cases it's closer to hook to 
the xground* buss (bare and/or green wires!) in the panel/breaker box 
(depending on who wired it, how old the panel is, and if it is or is not 
the main panel, this may or may not be the same as the neutral buss where 
all the white wires [US/CA!] go home). 

Either way--going to the electrician's ground point or their ground 
buss in the breaker box--is okay for meeting code; neither way is a 
perfect fit for all applications, "ground" being an unfortunately 
subjective concept at HF RF. If you don't feel comfortable opening up the 
box alone (I don't!), you can usually find their ground wire where it 
exits the box. 

(Somewhere around here I have a Signetics app note that while directed 
to sand-state work, talks about ground in a straightforward way, pointing 
out that it is xnot*x like apple pie, The Flag or Motherhood even though it 
usually gets the same reverence). 

What the NEC is worried about is having "grounds" connected only to 
the service ground by a few thousand Ohms of damp dirt (which an xarmyx 
of sizzled electricians will tell you is a bad idea). The radio op's 
concern is not having a lot of RF floating around on those skinny green 
wires. 

BTW, the lefthanded redheads told me they're out of the business of 
burying cars--the state shut ‘em down ‘cos they weren't having them 
properly embalmed first. So it goes. ;) They were pricey anyhow.

Hi gang, 


A while back some of the guys were talking about knurled nut 
drivers. Gary Pewitt mentioned a couple tools that I believe are used to 
remove knurled nuts that have two slots and are typically found on phone 
jacks. (forgive me if my memory is goofed up again) Well, I have a 
couple Knurled nut wrenches that can be used to remove knurled nuts with 
no slots as used on switches. They accept the swith handle and do a nice 
job of removing or installing the knurled nuts on same. Care should be 
exercised so as not to scrathc the front panel however, but it beats the 
heck out of the needle nose that slips and gouges the front panel. 


The tools I have are available through Techni-tool at 610-941-2400 
(minimum order $30, I think). At any rate, they are GC 9358 or GC 9359. 
The Techni-tool number is 388WRO14 (1/2") and 388WRO16 

(5/8") respectively. I have found that the GC9359 (388WRO16) is the 
correct size for nuts on the switches of my Valiant for an example. This 
tool costs $12.25 and the smaller tool costs $16.45. 


Hope this helps someone prevent scratching up a nice panel while 
removing swithes or panel lamps.

While it was not "designed to match" the 69, it should work as well 

with it as with anything else. 


The VHF-152/A is a postwar design. Principles of operation are the 


same as a Single conversion superhet receiver, resulting in an IF 
output frequency of 6900 Khz. This simply hooks to the antenna of any 
comm receiver (yeah, an S-38 will work----so will home entertainment 
receivers with a 6-18 Mhz SW band), which is set to the output 
frequency. Double conversion, le voila! 


The unit was built in two cabinet heights: one, to match the RME-45, 
the other, to match the shorter RME-84. 


So far as I know, the DB-20 preselector was the only add-on unit that 
RME built for the 69. This was continued (as the DB-22) in the 
postwar period. 


I would suggest using TV 300 ohm twin lead between the converter and 
the receiver. The characteristic impedances of the input and output 
are a bit hazy, but a few feet of the stuff should work OK. I haven't 
actually hung them on my RX bridge to see exactly what they are, so 
can't give exact numbers. But SWR/reflections at 7 Mhz with a couple 
of feet of cable, and the low power involved, shouldn't pose a 
problem.

>"It's an interesting mix of thicknesses. However, now I know why there 
>is such a drastic difference between the operating speed of my two Blue 
> Racers. 


Indeed. It's interesting that your xpre-1920* Racer has the same 
spring thickness as the post-1958, i.e., 0.013". I'd always wondered 
what the thickness was on older Racers, but my oldest was 1943. I have 
older Originals (1912, 1922, 1926) with thinner springs than the 0.016" 
of the '40s Racers, however. 


The Racer does have a somewhat shorter pendulum arm, and yes, this 
does make it a little faster than an Original with an *xEQUAL THICKNESS* 
mainspring. But I have to tell you that based on my experiments with a 
large number of Vibroplex bugs, a couple of thousandths difference in 
spring thickness (say, 0.013" versus 0.015") makes a *xMUCH* bigger 
difference in minimum speed than even 1/4" of pendulum arm length change. 


So, a 0.016" spring on a 30's or 40's Racer, combined with the 
slightly shorter pendulum arm, makes for one humming little dude! 


And, as I pointed out last week, I have found virtually no 
significant correlation between spring thickness and model or vintage. 
They were just all over the place down through the decades, which lends 
some credence to the "the Vibroplex factory used whatever the suppliers 
sent them" school of thought.

>From Paul Bock: 


>But I have to tell you that based on my experiments with a 

>large number of Vibroplex bugs, a couple of thousandths difference in 
>spring thickness (say, 0.013" versus 0.015") makes a *MUCH* bigger 
>difference in minimum speed than even 1/4" of pendulum arm length change. 


All other things being equal, a couple thousandths of an inch does seem to 
make a dramatic difference. In additon to measuring the two Blue Racers, I 
placed them side-by-side, and felt the return force of each spring by 
bending the pendulum slightly, then releasing it. There is a very 
noticible difference in the return force and spring stiffness between the 
two. 


I received the following reply from another list member earlier this 
afternoon that may be of interest..... 


>You can obtain sheets of spring steel in most thickness for the beat you 
want. >Vibroplex just bought sheets and cut chunks in production. Since 
the weight >position sets the speed, they probably didn't worry about the 
precise beat of the >spring. 


>I bet they bought the ones on sale! 

>If you need more, look under clock or grandfather clock repair in the 
>Yellow Pages. The same flat spring is used to support the pendulum. The 
>spring thickness is in mm so convert the decimal to metric before you 


>look for a new piece.

>slightly shorter pendulum arm, makes for one humming little dude!

> And, as I pointed out last week, I have found virtually no 
>significant correlation between spring thickness and model or vintage. 
>They were just all over the place down through the decades, which lends 
>some credence to the "the Vibroplex factory used whatever the suppliers 
>sent them" school of thought.

Heathkit DX-60, has a front panel switch mod added, otherwise not 
bad condition cosmetically, the band or crystal switch (I don't 
remember which) is tight. I haven't had a chance to test this unit. 
With manual copy. 


Heathkit DX-60A, not bad cosmetically, the band or crystal switch is 
tight (I don't remember which). I haven't had a chance to test this 
unit. With original manual. 


Heathkit HR-10 receiver with HRA-10 crystal calibrator. Pretty nice 
cosmetically, works fine, with original manual. 


Heathkit HW-16 CW transceiver, quite nice cosmetically, works fine 
except that the band switch is a bit tight. With original manual. 


Heathkit HG-10 VFO. Nice cosmetically and works fine, with original 
manual. 


Tektronics 545A scope, not bad cosmetically, works fine, calibration 
is reasonably accurate. I know I have an original manual for this, 
but have not yet found it. 


Tektronics RM585A scope. Fair condition cosmetically, works okay 
for a while, but vertical section goes flakey after it's been 
running a while. Again, I know I have an original manual, but have 


not yet found it. 


Various Tektronics plugins, and a CA Tek-wannabe plugin. Varying 
cosmetic condition, mostly untested. 


I am also bringing some stuff for Kevin, N50JF. This includes: 


Heathkit Apache: 7 out of 10 cosmetically. Busted resistor in 
final cage. He's asking $100, but will negotiate with BA list 
members.

Hello to all, 


As of 15 April it was confirmed that HAIDA would open to the public for 
the 1997 season, with a reduced budget and a reduced staff (7 university 
students versus 11 in 1996) and no provision to hire a "Captain". 


This is good news and is largely attributable to the strong reaction of the 
naval and heritage communities who wrote or phoned the Ontario Provincial 
government and Ontario Place. Thanks for your support and your efforts. 


Please note however, that although we have gained some searoom, we have 
not won the battle, yet. A perceived attitude of "In a few years all 
these 'guys' will be gone," indicates that a long term plan is required. 


Friends of H.M.C.S. HAIDA is planning to work with Ontario Place to form 
an advisory board composed of representatives from all levels of 
government, plus the private sector, the naval community, and the 
academic, historical and heritage communities. The role of the 
committee, inter alia, will be to secure long term funding and support 
for this historic vessel. Stay tuned. 


In the mean time, remember that action speaks louder than words, so visit 
the ship, encourage everyone you know to visit the ship, encourage 

school groups and other youth or educational groups to visit the ship. 
Enquire about "renting" the ship for meetings, birthday parties, special 
events, etc. (if you are in the Toronto area), and don't forget to 
participate in the Friends of H.M.C.S. HAIDA either financially or as a 
volunteer, or both.

However, now I know why there is 
such a drastic difference between the operating speed of my two Blue 
Racers.

Here are the stats on the WOCXX AM operation last night: 
WOCXX was on from 00:16 through 05:00 on 3.875Mhz. 


126 contacts were made with AMers in 36 States and 4 Provinces. 


Operators were: Rod Blocksome, KODAS; Mark Hovda, NOJWI; Lee Johnson, 
WTOD; Gayle Lawson, KOFLY. 


Equipment: 32V-3, 75A-4 and Alpha 77D linear. Antenna was a dipole up 
100 feet on one end, 60 on the other. 


We struggled all night with an extremely high noise level. The WOCXX 
station is very close to the main plant factory area, which generates 
quite a lot of noise on the lower bands. Even without the factory 
noise, the band seemed to be pretty noisy. Anyone who was less than a 
S-9 was very difficult to hear. I am sure there must have been plenty 
of stations with good signals that we were not able to hear. 


Too bad we canit use the Comm. Central Station, but commercial and Govt. 
HF operations are not compatible with amateur radio. With the Cedar 
Rapids antenna farm, which is in a quiet location, as well as the remote 
sites in Richardson, TX and Beaumont, CA, we would have been able to 
easily work everyone. 


A great time was had by all of the WOCXX operators. We are looking 
forward to participating in upcoming Collins Collectors Association 
events.

>... Just picked up a BC-906C Frequency meter... 
>..150 MHz to 225 MHz...an incoming signal from the 
>antenna give an indication on the meter 

>when the dial is tuned to the right place 

>(ie, absorption wavemeter)... 


This is correct...it is an absorption wavemeter and not an 
oscillator in itself. While it had several uses, the most 
common was to set-up the then-secret "Zed-Baker" 200-MC 
aircraft homing transmitters, which were used 

throughout the war and beyond. 

The BC-906 is an Army unit, and I don't know the equiv. 

Navy nomenclature. The system was, however, used similarly. 
Since I presently have reliable information on the Navy uses 
of the system, I'll confine discussion to that. 


The Zed-Baker system has often been cited by historians as 


a major factor in American naval victories in the Pacific, 
especially Midway. Without "Zed-Baker," American flyers 
would have been unable to navigate far enough from their 
carriers to be effective. Indeed, one notable history of the 
Midway campaign cites "Zed-Baker" as the deciding factor 

in the battle. 


The "Zed Baker" was named for the early equipment nomenclature, 
which included a ZB-1,-2 or -3 external receiver converter. 

The system worked in the 200-Mc range, which the Axis forces 
were unable to effectivly receive or DF. 


The base transmitter, usually mounted on a carrier, provided 
a 200-Mc baseband signal that was modulated with a subcarrier 
in the BCB range, usually 450-830 KC. This subcarrier was 

in turn modulated with an MCW code signal. The transmitting 
antenna rotated 360-degress. The MCW code letter changed 
with each thirty degrees of rotation. A pilot listening to 
his "Zed-Baker" copied the code letter and refered to a chart 
issued before mission. By taking the reciprocal of the angle 
assigned with that letter, he knew exactly which heading 

to fly to bring him home. 


The so-called "ARC-5" series of BCB receivers, such as the 

Army BC-946, were designed specifically for use with this system. 
The large connector on the front shown in the original manuals 
provided power for the converter. If you have an Navy ARB receiver, 
you'll find two snap-on connecting posts on the top of the case. 
These were used for securing a ZB-series converter. 


The converters and external receivers were replaced 
late in the war by the all-in-one AN/ARR-1 and AN/ARR-2 
receivers, which served right through the mid 1960's. 


So your BC-906 has some pretty interesting history to tell. 
The Army did all kinds of navigational tasks with the system, 
but I don't have enough good references to speak to that yet.
